Home” was Expression of Ap¬ 
preciation to People of Coal 

Mining Town. 

Coleman opened its arms to a 
party of 40 Australian airmen and 
twelve of the R.C.A.F. who were 
given a 36-hour leave to visit the 
Crows Nest Pass on Friday and 
Saturday. Chartering a Greyhound 
bus, the Australians left about 
6 p.m. for their journey to the 
mountain town, while the re¬ 
mainder of the party were kindly 
conveyed by L. Cuthbert and 
George Scougall in their cars. 

On arrival, they were allotted to 
various homes in Coleman and 
hosts and hostesses accorded them 
a hearty welcome. Later the dance 
held by the ladies and girls of the 
Canadian Auxiliary Territorial. 
Service was the gathering point 
for all the young people, as well 
as many of the older, and this 
continued till an early hour on 
Saturday. 

Through the courtesy of Inter¬ 
national mine management, a party 
were shown the underground work¬ 
ings on Saturday morning.

mile to a depth of almost a hun¬ 
dred feet in places. 

In the evening the Canadian 
Legion arranged a smoking con¬ 
cert in their club room, during 
which the president expressed his 
pleasure on behalf of the club at 
being able to entertain the “Aus- 
sies.” Songs were sung, a few 
jokes told, and a vote of thanks 
was voiced by one of the Austra¬ 
lian visitors, in which he declared 
that it had really been “the top 
show since they had left Australia 
to spend such a pleasant holiday 
in Coleman.” 

About 10 p.m. the party left for 
Macleod, tired but happy and 
oarrying with them pleasant mem¬ 
ories of a week-end leave which 
they hoped would be repeated be¬ 
fore they left Macleod for train¬ 
ing elsewhere.

A. F. Short welcomed the people

O NCE a mine closes down, even

debate, would be amicably settled. 
Dictatorship in any form is dan¬ 
gerous, and robs the individual of 
his freedom. That is why we are at 
war, to defeat this very thing. 

T HOUGH many have boen 
taken off the unemployed and 
relief lists, the financial burden is 
not lifted from the taxpayers. It 
is of course satisfying to know 
that vast sums are not being paid 
in relief on useless projects or to 
people who are prone to lay back 
and kid themselves that the coun¬ 
try owes them a living. On the 
other hand, the increased business 
and greater turnover will be heav¬ 
ily taxed to meet war costs. This 
war puts us all in the front line, 
for if we are not in uniform, we 
must of necessity do our part, in 
submitting to taxation, or by vol¬ 
untary financial help in the pur¬ 
chase of war savings certificates, 
to help win the war. 

T HE question occasionally 
pops up both in Britain and 
in Canada, as to what are Britain’s 
war aims. This has been effect¬ 
ively answered by Prime Minister 
Churchill in stating that our first 
and vital aim is to smash Hitler¬ 
ism. “Reds” and “Pinks” and 
doubtful intellectuals should realize 
that if Hitlerism were to win, their 
privileges under democratic gov¬ 
ernments would vanish, and they 
would be forced to “goose-step” to 
the dictators’ commands. The big 
task is to WIN THE WAR, for 
peace settlements will be quickly 
taken care of once this big job is 
done. 

P REMIER ABERHART is still 
trying to square himself on his 
action at the Sirois conference. 
Frankly we never could see that 
national unity had any part in 'his 
political career. His claims that 
Alberta is or should be a sovereign 
state indicates his mentality and 
were his policies fulfilled (which 
of ‘course under Confederation can¬ 
not be) we would be isolationists. 
At the Sirois conference he stated 
“a totalitarian order of centralized 
control and regimentation is not 
only ridiculous but dangerously 
criminal.” And he added—“I have 
no apology to make for speaking 
thus.” 

O F COURSE, he may have 
changed his mind since he 
tried to put through the Legis¬ 
lature “An Act to Ensure Accurate 
Information,” which was designed 
to control the Presg of Alberta, 
later declared ultrir vires with 
'mother Social Cerdit legislation. 
jrhere has been no effort on his 
* part to aid the nation in the pres¬ 
ent struggle. The only thing of 
importance to Mr. Aberhart is the 
foisting of bis “funny money” 
theories on the people of Canada, 
and to work miracles through treas¬ 
ury branches and bonuses, the costs 


of which, of course, have to be met 
by the taxpayers. And all the time 
he is railing against the “fifty big 
shots” he is making it harder for 
thousands of little shots. But Mr. 
Aberhart complacently rolls along 
enjoying far higher income than 
ever the principalship of a Calgary 
high school would provide. 

D OWN in Ontario Premier 
Hepburn is spending about 
$10,000 of the taxpayers’ money in 
full page advertisements telling 
his reasons for “bucking” the Sir¬ 
ois conference. Quite outspoken 
on this form of propaganda is the 
Canadian Statesmen, one of the 
leading weekly newspapers of On¬ 
tario, published by George W. 
James at Bowmanville. Though the 
page advertisement is published in 
his newspaper, he boldly criticizes 
propaganda in the following edi¬ 
torial: 

“THESE ARE THE FACTS”— 
BUT NOT ALL THE FACTS 
It is the policy of newspapers 
usually to refer to prominent ad¬ 
vertisements in editorial columns. 

In this issue is a full page, paid 
advertisement, which announces 
“These Are The Facts ... of con¬ 
ference on the Sirois Report.” But 
note the facts given by premiers 
outside of Ontario are meagre and 
picked with a purpose. 

From column one of this govern¬ 
ment paid advertisement we quote: 
“Those of us who believe in demo¬ 
cracy abhor the very word propa¬ 
ganda because the circulation of 
ready-made opinions ... is the 
most dangerous enemy of civiliza¬ 
tion.” 

Propaganda usually omits im¬ 
portant facts and telling argu¬ 
ments of others. 

Equally concerned in the welfare 
of Canada and the Empire at this 
particular time, are other pro¬ 
vinces. 

It will be observed that speeches 
of other provincial premiers are 
pared to innocuous generalities. 

Reaction of voters here who have 
seen advance copies of this page 
spread is just this: “Who pays for 
this item of political build-up 
which may run close to $10,000.00 ? 
Does it come out of the citizen’s 
taxes or the party slush-fund?” 

These questions will be repeated¬ 
ly asked by those who have the 
time and fortitude to negotiate all 
this fine print. 

The money thus spent would buy 
a lot of War Savings Certificates. 

a NEWSPAPER publisher not 
infrequently is asked to put 
in a “plug” for some par¬ 
ticular interest by some particular 
individual. If it is a matter of 
public concern and welfare, then 
the request is invariably granted, 
but if it is to serve a selfish inter¬ 
est, then the request receives the 
“thumbs down” reply. If any per¬ 
son has some legitimate interest 
to be served by publicity, then of 
course he may purchase the only 
thing we have to offer for sale- 
white space at so much per inch. 
Newspapers do not exist to give 
vent to grudges. There are so 
many worthwhile things in com¬ 
munity life to be discussed and pro¬ 
moted that “knocking” just for the 
sake of paying a grudge has no 
place in a newspaper. 


Compulsory deductions from 
civic payrolls for the support of 
charities, which was ordered by 
Edmonton city council, will result 
in $8,000 to $10,000 a year being 
given by city employees from their 
wages to a war and other charities. 
Suggested by the federation of civ¬ 
ic employees, although two mem¬ 
ber unions objected to the compul¬ 
sory feature, the order has not won 
unanimous endorsation in the city. 
Principle of compulsory, rather 
than voluntary donations has been 
the object of attack. It is stated 
that employees are at liberty to 
donate more if they desire, and 
also participate in war savings or 
specific campaigns.

Toughened By Training 

Canadian Soldiers Come Through 
Intensive Exercises In Good 
, Shape 

Drew Middleton of the Associated 
Press says: Thirty thousand men 
with 30,000 motor vehicles completed 
48 hours of intensive manoeuvres in 
which a segment of Great Britain’s 
new army tested the muscles built 
up in seven months of training. 

Battalions of guards, the Royal 
Ulster Rifles, and a south Lancashire 
regiment participated in the exer¬ 
cises, capping the “toughening pro¬ 
cess” which Viscount Gort, inspec¬ 
tor-general of training, instituted 
last summer. 

Most of the troops went sleepless 
for 48 hours. They “fought” on two 
meals a day; breakfast was snatch¬ 
ed in the cold gray dawn and supper 
was eaten long after dark. 

Drivers pushed heavy army ve¬ 
hicles forward on the narrow, slip¬ 
pery roads in black-out columns. 

The commanding officer empha¬ 
sized this side of the training. Each |

that mass murderer Hitler. 

Coleman had a population of 
4,000 people anh an annual payroll 
of approximately $1,250,000. He 
quoted from a budget plan issued 
by the federal government and 
stated that some of the workers 
here could make a monthly contri. 
bution of $9 or $10. Yorkton, 
Sask., a town of 4,000 which had 
been plagued by drought, had 
pledged itself to buying $5,000 per 
month in certificates. 

Mr, Morrison, secretary of Dis¬ 
trict 18, U.M.W.A., stated that the 
citizens of Coleman could be de¬ 
pended upon to support their king 
and country. He heartily endors¬ 
ed the meeting held to boost the 
war savings campaign and stated 
it was the least we can do to sub¬ 
scribe towards Canada’s war effort 
to contribute to the best of our 
ability. 

Mayor Elton opened his address 
with a few humorous remarks. He 
was in Toronto June 10, 1940, and 
attended the luncheon in the York 
hotel which the Hon. Norman 
Rogers was scheduled to address. 
It had been announced at the 
luncheon that due to fog Mr, Rog¬ 
ers would be unable to attend as 
his plane was unable to make To¬ 
ronto. A transcript of Mr. Rogers’ 
speech was given in which was the 
line quoted by Mr. Hansell. Mayor 
Elton also paid tribute to Mr. 
Rogers’ greatness, 

In the minister’s desk at Ottawa 
following his death were found 
further notes which it is thought 
he had hoped to incorporate in his 
Toronto address had death, not in¬ 
tervened, Mayor Elton spoke those 
words which the late minister had 
been prevented from doing ... . 
“In the faith we will fight, in the 
faith we will resist, in the faith 
we will fight on, and in the faith 
we will take the offensive and we 
will win.” 

The speajter took his listeners 
back to the 18th and 19th centuries 


and quoted writings from the pro¬ 
phets of that time in relation to 
the events of today. He quoted 
extracts from Abe Lincoln’s fa¬ 
mous Gettysburg address. 

He gave a vivid word picture of 
Hitler’s juggernaut and Leopold’s 
treachery crushing all in front of 
them—and then came Dunkirk. 
Beaten but unconquered, men died 
so that others could escape. It was 
not courage, discipline or planning 
... it was the common man ap¬ 
plying all he had learned in life 
in aiding his comrades. It is some¬ 
thing Hitler cannot conquer ... it 
is the future ... it is victory. 

In remarking on the U.S.A., 
Mayor Elton stated it was the 
greatest friend and best neighbor 
a nation ever enjoyed. 

The war today was between two 
forces. One was the law of the 
jungle, the other the law of neigh¬ 
borhood, love, friendship, fellow¬ 
ship and freedom. War was better 
than Hitler’s juggernaut of hell. 
There was no question of the re¬ 
sult; it was a question of “haw 
long?" 

War had its miracles. In the 
past eight months there had been 
a steady break-down of class caste 
In Britain. A better understanding 
prevailed among the peoples of the 
British Isles. 

It was not necessary to tell the 
people of Coleman to buy war sav¬ 
ings certificates, they knew what 
to do and what was expected of 
them. We cannot have luxury and 
freedom both in this day of sacri¬ 
fice. As stated by Nelson “Every 
man must do his duty.” Coleman 
would answer Britain’s S.O.S. with 
C.O.C, . . . “Carry on Canada!” 

■Campaign Manager Fred Gue- 
rard told of the denominations in 
which certificates could be bought 
and the amount of interest derived 
at maturity. The local campaign 
was under the immediate super¬ 
vision of Art. Baalim of Leth¬ 
bridge. He asked that volunteer
